(d) Each house shall determine the rules of its proceedings, judge the elections, returns and
qualifications of its members and choose its officers. No member shall be expelled by either house,
except by a vote of two-thirds of the members elected to that house. A member may be expelled only
once for the same offense. Each house may punish by imprisonment any person, not a member, guilty of
disrespect to the house by disorderly or contemptuous behavior in its presence. Imprisonment shall not
extend beyond twenty-four hours at one time unless the person persists in disorderly or contemptuous
behavior.

The budget shall set forth the estimated balance of funds
available for appropriation at the beginning of the fiscal year, the estimated receipts, and a plan for
expenditures and obligations during the fiscal year of every department, authority, public corporation
and quasi-public corporation of the State, every State college and university, and every other public
agency created by the State, but not of units of local government or school districts. The budget shall
also set forth the indebtedness and contingent liabilities of the State and such other information as may
be required by law. Proposed expenditures shall not exceed funds estimated to be available for the fiscal
year as shown in the budget.

(b) The General Assembly by law shall make appropriations for all expenditures of public funds by
the State. Appropriations for a fiscal year shall not exceed funds estimated by the General Assembly to
be available during that year.

(c) The rate of growth in total State expenditures in any fiscal year over the prior fiscal year is limited
to: (i) the percentage increase in the annual rate of increase, for the previous calendar year, of the
Consumer Price Index for All Urban Consumers for all items, published by the United States Bureau of
Labor Statistics; plus (ii) the rate of increase in the State's population for the same 12-month period.
Population growth must be determined by annual federal census estimates and must be adjusted every
decade to match the federal decennial census.

(d) The State shall maintain a reserve fund equal to 3% of the enacted budget for the prior fiscal year.
